Before the Repu blican 
conv ention adjou rned, Carter 
accepted. 
From his home in Plains, 
Ga., Carter called on Ford to 
Join him in a debate or series 
of debates that wou ld prov ide 
“the fu llest and most detailed 
ex amination of the programs 
offered by both sides.” 
The debate challenge wasn't 
in the adv ance tex t of Ford'q 
speech accepting the presiden­ 
tial nomination. 
“I am ready and eager," he 
told the delegates “to go before 
the American people and de­ 


bate the real issu es, face to 
face with Jimmy Carter. The 
people hav e a right to k now 
where we botti stand." 
The delegates roared their 
approv al in what was probably 
the most emotional and most 
spontaneou s response Ford re­ 
ceiv ed du ring the conv ention. 
Bu t the final emotional mo­ 
ment belonged to the man Ford 
defeated. After his acceptance 
speech, Ford called Ronald 
Reagan and his wife, Nancy , to 
the podiu m. 
It was gestu re of u nity often 
seen in the doelng moments of 
national political conv entions. 
The v ictor and the v anq u ished 
stand together to demonstrate 
to their followers that the con­ 
test is ov er and it is time to 
u nite against the common ene­ 
my . 
Bu t when Reagan began to 
speak , the hall grew silent. He 
recalled the cheers that had 
greeted his arriv al in the hall 
hou rs earlier. 'They giv e u s a 
memory that will liv e in ou r 
hearts forev er," he said. 


Among the delegates who had 
giv en Reagan 1,070 v otes, 60 
short of the majority he sou ght 
for the presidential nomination, 
many wept. 
The former California gov er­ 
nor referred to the “erosion of 
freedom that has tak en place 
u nder Democratic ru le.” 
He told the delegates that al­ 
thou gh they belonged to a mi­ 
nority party , their actions cou ld 
significantly affect the cou rse 
of American history . 
“We mu st go forward fro 
here u nited, determined,” Rea­ 
gan said. 
Then he embraced Betty 
Ford, and greeted others on the 
podiu m. Minu tes later, the con­ 
v ention ended. 
After his defeat Wednesday 
night, Reagan pledged to cam­ 
paign for Ford. And Ford ac­ 
k nowledged the pledge in his 
acceptance speech when he 
said that “after the scrim­ 
mages of the past few months, 
it really feels good to hav e Ron 
Reagan on the same side of the 
line.” 


Bu t only the campaign itself 
will demonstrate whether the 
show of u nity that ended the 
Repu blican conv ention or the 
one that ended the Democratic 
conv ention a month earlier will 
hold u p, whether wou nds will 
heal, whether su pporters of the 
losers will work with en­ 
thu siasm for the v ictors. 
In an Associated Press su r­ 
v ey of Reagan su pporters at 
the conv ention, 80 per cent of 
the more than 600 who respond­ 
ed said they wou ld work for the 
Ford-Dole tick et. Bu t more 
than one-third of those who said 
they ’d work also indicated most 
of their effort will go to the 
campaigns of other Repu blican 
candidates. 
The su rv ey tu rned u p almost 
no su pport for a third-party ef­ 
fort among the back ers of the 
conserv ativ e Californian. 
And the Reagan delegates 
Joined with Ford back ers to in­ 
terru pt the President with ap­ 
plau se 63 times du ring his ac­ 
ceptance 
speech 
Thu rsday 
night.

Inflation is a word that strikes 
fear into the hearts of even the 
bravest among us. In the 
business 
sector, 
ever-rising 
operating expenses for investor- 
owned electric utilities make the 
need for enlightened regulatory 
policies literally a life-or-death 
issue. Without them, warns an 
analyst of public utilities 
securities 
and the money 
market, it becomes increasingly 
difficult, if not impossible, for 
electric utility companies to 
raise the capital necessary to 
meet future U.S. needs, let alone 
achieve energy independence. 
Such deterioration of the 
private enterprise system need 
not occur if there is stability in 
utility common stocks earnings 
to attract investors and assure 
adequate revenues. “This would 
require much less delay in 
granting 
needed 
rate 
in­ 
creases,” notes the analyst, as 
well as, “granting obviously 
needed interim rate increases 


prior to final decisions, and 
developing 
formulae 
which 
would feed other costs, in ad­ 
dition to fuel costs, into the rate 
structures without much delay.” 
The substantial daily costs of 
operating the nation’s electric 
and nuclear generating power 
plants is multiplied by the ex­ 
pense 
of financing Project 
Independence, with the electric 
industry’s share estimated at a 
staggering $107 billion of in­ 
vestment 
in 
research, 
development, 
plant 
and 
equipment between now and 
1960. 
Clearly, the electric utility 
industry must be profitable 
enough to lure the large 
amounts of investment dollars 
required by escalating costs. 
This means higher rates are 
inevitable. As the analyst puts 
it, “While this would cost utility 
customers something in the very 
short run, it would be to their 
advantage in the long, and not so 
long, run by reducing the 
soaring 
cost of capital 
to 
utilities, which they ultimately 
must pay, one way or another.” 
Public understanding of the 
problems and needs of the in­ 
vestor-owned electric utilities is 
fundamental to the existence of 
the private enterprise system.

That ruling by the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare (HEW), which would 
have banned father-son and 
mother-daughter events in 
public schools as violations of 
sex discrimination laws had it 
not been squelched by President 
Ford, is not the only—or wor­ 
st—example of bureaucratic 
silliness emanating from this 
particular bureau. At least two 
others have come to our at­ 
tention lately. 
In the Perry school system 
near Massilon, Ohio, girls who 
grow moustaches or beards are 
henceforth 
barred 
from 
classrooms. The school board 
took this drastic action in an 
attempt to bring its dress code 
into compliance with an HEW 
directive. The department has 
said that the code discriminated 
against boys by limiting the 
length of hair and prohibiting 
moustaches or beards without 
applying similar restrictions to 
girls. 
“To be equal, we’ll have to do 
something about the length of 
boys’ skirts,” said school board 
member George Anderson 
during debate on the code. That 
step was not taken, however, so 
the school may still be in trouble 
when the HEW watchdogs find 
out about it. 
Meanwhile, 
down 
in 
Shreveport, La., the Caddo 
Parish school system has been 
threatened by HEW with a cut­ 
off of almost $700,000 in federal 
aid because there are more 
black children than white 
children in special education 
classes. The fact that there are 
1,300 black children and only 900 
white children enrolled in the 
parish’s 
programs 
for the 
mentally retarded amounts to 
racial 
discrimination, the 
department alleges. 
“That’s the most preposterous 
thing I’ve ever heard of,” says 
school 
board 
president Joe 
Gamer. “What are we supposed 
to do, recruit? What will the 
federal government think of 


servatives voted “no” on the

amendment.

sometimes get the reputation of 
having no compassion for the 
little fellow! 
While some parents are 
transferring their children to 
private schools in order to give 
them religious and moral 
training, a group of parents in 
St. Louis County has chosen to 
keep their children in public 
schools and fight a court battle 
to eliminate the anti-religious 
atmosphere 
there. 
These 
parents are suing 23 school 
districts for allegedly teaching a 
religion 
called 
“secular 
humanism” that denies the 
existence of God. 
Many people believe that 
secular 
humanism 
is 
the 
religion of most public schools 
and governmental institutions 
and agencies in the United 
States today. It denies God, the 
Bible and divine revelation, and 
teaches that man’s reason is all 
we 
need 
to 
accomplish 
everything. 
The St. Louis parents are 
basing their case on the 1963 
U.S. Supreme Court decision of 
Abington vs. Schempp. Although 
this is the famous case that 
prohibited Bible reading in the 
public schools, it also held that 
the state may not establish a 
"religion of secularism” by 
affirmatively 
opposing 
or 
showing hostility to religion, or 
by “ preferring those who 
believe in no religion over those 
who do believe.” 
The Buckely-Delaney bill to 
assert parents’ economic rights 
in private education, and the St. 
Louis lawsuit to assert parents’ 
legal rights in public education, 
are hopeful signs that alter­ 
native 
approaches to the 
problems in the public schools 
are in the making.

Hays: The Final Chapter 
by Jack Anderson

WASHINGTON -- The 
meanest man in Congress, Rep. 
Wayne Hays, D.-Ohio, has given 
up the fight He has been brought 
down by a bosomy blonde who 
wanted publicity to sell a book 
and promote herself. This is the 
story of his final days. 
It’s the story of an outrageous, 
shoot-from-the-hip curmudgeon 
who abused his power. But it is 
also the story of a tired old man, 
deeply in love with his wife, 
bedeviled by his former 
mistress, weary of the turmoil. 
He talked of killing himself to 
spare his wife more painful 
publicity. He took an overdose of 
sleeping pills -- by mistake, he 
later insisted. Finally, he 
decided to withdraw from Con­ 
gress for the sake of his wife’s 
parents. 
By sheer orneriness, Hays 
became one of the most powerful 
men in the House. He was 
“mean, arrogant, cantankerous 
and tough,” he admitted to his 
colleagues. They kept out of his 
way. 
Most of them enjoyed his 
plight, therefore, when Elizabeth 
Ray revealed to the world their 
sordid relationship. It was a sto­ 
ry we had turned down two 
years earlier. She had called our 
office in a hysterical crying fit. 
She was about to lose her job, 
she sobbed, because she “would 


not go to bed with Wayne Hays.” 
We learned that she was hav­ 
ing an affair with Hays, all right. 
But she also performed secre­ 
tarial services in return for her 
congressional salary. Our associ­ 
ates, Jack Cloherty and Bob 
Owens, called on her in her of­ 
fice. Contrary to her later 
claims, she could type and 
answer the phone. They saw her 
do it. 
She c a l le d our office 
repeatedly. We found her er­ 
ratic, unreliable and unpredicta­ 
ble. From sources who knew her 
well, we established that she had 
not become Hays’ mistress 
against her will. On the contrary, 
he had tried to break off the 
relationship. Then she had 
threatened to take her story to 
the press. Other times, she had 
threatened to cause a scene in 
his office unless he took her out. 
She staged at least one scene 
after a heated argument about 
Hays’ impending marriage to 
another secretary, Pat Peak 
The Capitol police were sum­ 
moned to remove Ray from the 
congressman’s office. Afterward, 
she phoned a friend, who later 
told us about the call. “I really 
put on a good act,” Ray boasted. 
“I made the police feei sorry for 
me." 
Hays went ahead with the 
marriage, and his spurned 


mistress told her story to the 
Washington Post. There is 
reason to believe that she had 
been preparing material for a 
book all along, a book that she 
later sold. 
Hays at first denied having an 
affair with Elizabeth Ray. “Hell, 
I’m a happily married man,” he 
said. He lied, his friends say, to 
protect his marriage. But the 
Washington Post reporters had 
carefully nailed down the evi­ 
dence. He finally confessed to 
having had a “personal relation­ 
ship" with Ray. He denied, 
however, that she did no work 
for her government salary. 
Sources close to Hays say the 
publicity almost wrecked the 
new marriage. He would plunge 
into a deep gloom or suddenly 
cheer up, they say, in direct rela­ 
tionship to how his wife was 
reacting. 
At one point, we persuaded the 
harassed Hays to drop by our of­ 
fice. He was not the churlish, de­ 
fiant curmudgeon we had 
known. The old fire was gone. He 
was totally subdued. He slumped 
into our office; he spoke in a 
voice barely audible. 
He told of the effect the 
publicity was having on his wife. 
To spare her further anguish, he 
said: “I would put a bullet 
through my head.” Then he ad­ 
ded meaningfully: “And I’ve got 
the guts to do it.” 
He made similar statements to 
a congressman who later re­ 
ported it to us. But after he 
recovered from an overdose of 
sleeping pills, he swore it had not 
been a suicide attempt 
Subsequently, we spoke to him 
on the phone in Ohio. He was en­ 
couraged by the favorable polls 
and friendly crowds, he said. All 
his campaign lieutenants, he ad­ 
ded. wanted him to stay in the 
race. He t^ced like a man who 


intended to run for reelectioa 
We learned, meanwhile, that 
Hays had put a man on the U.S. 
payroll who did less work than 
Liz Ray. He is a Democratic par­ 
ty worker named Paul Pen- 
dergast who draws $17,235 a 
year as an Assistant Sergeant at 
Arms. Yet he doesn’t even have 
a desk in the Sergeant at Arms 
office. 
Instead, we found that he was 
working for the Democratic 
Congressional Campaign Com­ 
mittee. His duties are strictly po­ 
litical; his main finctian is to 
raise funds for Democratic con­ 
gressional candidates. 
The Democrats pay him 
$20,000 a year. But thanks to 
Hays, Pendergast also draws 
another $17,235 in federal pay. 
The federal appointment also 
makes him eligible for a 
generous pension and other 
benefits unavailable in the politi­ 
cal post. 
We called Hays last Thursday 
for his comment Back came a 
statement that he had merely 
followed precedent and had 
been backed by the House 
leadership. A few hours later, he 
announced his decision to retire 
from the House. His press secre­ 
tary, Carol Clawson, said he 
madie the decision after getting 
our inquiry. 
But Hays told friends that he 
threw in the towel not because of 
our story but because of a 
prolonged Washington Post in­ 
vestigation of his father-in-law, 
Leonard Peak. The aggravation 
had sent Peak to the hospital 
and had upset his wife, a heart 
patient. Hays charged. 
He claimed he had planned to 
leave Congress after another 
term anyway. “I didn’t want so­ 
meone killed over two more 
years in Congress,” he said. 
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next?” 
ITiat’s a question whose an­ 
swer we tremble to speculate 
upon.

British Unions give Ideology a 
holiday, 
~Slash wage demands to save 
nation 
Victor

leader of Britain’s powerful 
labor movement known as the 
Trades Union Congress (TUC) - 
English counterpart of the more 
conservative 
AFL-CIO. 
For 
the second year now, the TUC 
has agreed to cut its wage 
demands in an effort to save the 
nation 
from 
what almost 
became a Weimar (German) 
Republic-inflation route. Here, 
this leader explains why the 
TUC went into a “social con­ 
tract” with government and 
industry.

LONDON— The role of the 
Trades Union Congress in the 
present 
British 
economic 
situation is one of major im­ 
portance. Without working 
agreement 
between 
the 
government and the unions, 
there can be little hope of 
stabilizing the economy and 
breaking out of the present 
inflationary spiral. 
Already the social contract -- 
voluntarily 
limiting 
wage 
claims -- agreed on last year 
between the two sides, and 
continued this year, has more 
than halved the rate of inflation. 
The balance of payments has 
been cut in half and losses 
through strikes are down. Last 
year the days lost were only a 
quarto: of the figure of three 
years ago, the lowest for seven 
years. 
To look at the present 
economic climate and the way 
that the TUC can help to im­ 
prove it, it is necessary to look at 
what has happened over the last 
two years. 
During that time a close 
relationship has been developed 
between the Labor government 
and the TUC which goes bade to 
Labor’s time in opposition. A 
program of cooperation was set 
up by the two sides which en­ 
compassed such developments 
as improvements in old age 
pensions, improvements in food 
subsidies and action on rents. 
Legislation wanted by the 
TUC has now been introduced 
and 
the 
Conservatives’ 
’’penalizing” 
Industrial 
Relations Act has been wiped 
out by those acts. The in­ 
troduction of this legislation 
means a change of policy which 
has important implications for 
the Trade Union movement. It 
means that the TUC has ac­ 
cepted a range of new respon­ 
sibilities under the legislation, 
at the same time reaffirming the 
movement’s basic rigits to 
negotiate freely once the 
economic climate is suitable. 
This period has also seen the 
development of a new active 
labor market policy. It has seen 
the beginnings of a new system 
of industrial conciliation and 
arbitration. Some trade union 
leaders are taking up positions 
as chairmen of the relevant 
organizations, an active par­ 
ticipation that would not have 
previously 
been 
thought 
possible.

The most significant lack of 
achievement so f ir has been on 
the unemployment front. The 
blame for this mint mainly fall 
on the previous Conservative 
government 
whose 
policies 
naturally led to unemployment. 
The Labor Government has 
made steps at reducing the level 
-• which certainly would have 
continued to rise if the Tory 
policies were still being im­ 
plemented. 
The world recession has had a 
major impact on Great Britain 
as it has had on all industrialized 
countries. It now lodes as though 
the situation is improving, but 
unemployment levels are still 
high in the industrialized 
countries and that is something 
which has to be dealt with on the 
international as well as national 
level. The world recession is 
beginning to get better, but 
improvements in the United 
States, Germany and the other 
industrialized 
countries 
are 
progressing very slowly. 
Unemployment 
in 
Great 
Britain is still not excessively 
high by the standards of some 
other industrialized countries 
and is certainly low in contrast 
to the less developed countries. 
By the introduction of new 
policies we aim to reduce the 
level of unemployment by 1978 
to the 1973 level of 600,000, a 
reduction of over half a million 
from the present figure. 
The basis for those future 
policies lies with the present pay 
policy. 
This 
has 
been 
remarkably successful during 
the past year. And for those 
reasons the TUC has over­ 
whelmingly agreed to continue 
the social contract for yet 
another year. 
When the policy was first 
adopted last year, the annual 
rate of inflation was at a level 
which was not only intolerable 
for housewives and pensioners 
but which endangered jobs as 
well. The annual rate of inflation 
was at a level of 30 per cent and 
rising. Today it is under 19 per 
cent and falling. 
The social contract - which is 
in part a voluntary way of 
regulating pay increases - has 
broken through the previous 
inflationary attitudes of people 
who demanded higher wages 
based on expectations of a 
higher and higher rate of in­ 
flation, and by doing so in fact 
generated the very condition 
they were trying to protect- 
themselves from. 
No one is going to pretend we 
don’t still face a very serious 
situation, but now we know that 
we can achieve success. We are 
the only major industrialized 
country to halve our balance of 
payments and to 
raise our 
share of the world trade. We 
know there isa massive exports 
boom underway. Within a short 
time Great Britain will be the 
only major industrial country to 
be self-sufficient in energy - 
coal, oil and gas. 
For the first time for many 
year this country will be able to 
bring all our resources of skill, 
experience, 
knowledge 
and 
industrial cooperation into play. 
That 
close 
working 
relationship between the unions 
and the government, which both 
skies are striving so hard 
towards and which already has 
achieved so much, is going to be 
the basis for a 
brighter 
economic and social future for 
Great Britain.

Human nature being whatit is,not much can probably 
be done about “the law’s delay” of which Shakespeare 
complained. Thanks to the computer, however, lawyers 
are being relieved of the delay and tedium involved in 
preparing cases. 
An 
outstanding example of computerized legal 
research is a system called LEXIS, developed and 
marketed by Mead Data Central, Inc. Law firms, law 
schools, government agencies and others subscribing to 
the system have central computer. 
In a typical example, a lawyer, using a typewriterlike 
keyboard, asks the computer what cases it has in its 
memory on a broad subject, such as civil disobedience in 
opposition to school busing. There are, say, 15 of these. 
On command from the lawyer, the computer next 
displays the titles of each of the 15 references and if one 
looks promising, the lawyer asks it to display part of the 
text. If that seems appropriate for his case, he directs the 
computer to display the full text. Finally, he can press a 
key and a high - speed printer will type out the complete 
text for his use. 
LEXIS contains every decision of the U.S. Supreme 
Court since 1938, all federal courts of appeals since 1959 
and all district courts since 1970. It also has com­ 
prehensive collections of tax, securities and trade 
regulation law, as well as corporate annual reports. In 
addition, it currently has the state court decisions of 
California, Illinois, Kansas, Missouri, New York, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania and Texas. 
Just to keep the service up to date, 850 new decisions 
are added to the memory bank every week, and the job of 
adding earlier federal cases and the law of additional 
states is proceeding as fast as possible. 
“No longer must legal research consume hours of a 
lawyers’ time,” says Mead president Jerome S. Rubin. 
The computer, he says, may even result in smaller fees 
for lawyer’s services by making them more efficient 
If so that would be the most startling development of 
all.

Sen James Buckley, R-N.Y-, 
and Rep James Delaney, also of 
New York, developed a plan to 
establish the economic right of 
parents to send their children to

without tax discrimination It 
was a plan to grant an income 
tax deduction of up to $1,000 a 
year for each child’s tuition paid 
to any school. 
When Buckley proposed this 
as an amendment to the Tax

British Unions give Ideology a 
holiday, 
""Slash wage demands to save 
nation

industry.

LONDON- The role of the 
Trades Union Congress in the 
present 
British 
economic 
situation is one of major im­ 
portance. 
Without working 
agreem ent 
between 
the 
government and the unions, 
there can be little hope of 
stabilizing the economy and 
breaking out of the present 
inflationary spiral. 
Already the social contract ~ 
voluntarily 
lim iting 
wage 
claims - agreed on laft year 
between the two sides, and 
continued this year, has more 
than halved the rate of inflation 
The balance of payments has 
been cut in half and losses 
through strikes are down Last 
year the days lost were only a 
quarter of the figure of three 
years ago, the lowest for seven 
years 
To 
look 
at 
the 
present 
economic climate and the way 
that the TUC can help to im­ 
prove it, it is necessary to look at 
what has happened over the last 
two years. 
During that time a close 
relationship has been developed 
between the Labor government 
and the TUC which goes back to 
Labor’s time in opposition A 
program of cooperation was set 
up by the two sides which en 
compassed such developments 
as improvements in old age 
pensions, improvements in food 
subsidies and action on rents 
Legislation wanted by the 
TUC has now been introduced 
and

Relations Act has been wiped 
out by those acts. The in­ 
troduction of this legislation 
means a change of policy which 
has important implications for 
the Trade Union movement. It

This period has also seen the 
development of a new active 
labor market policy. It has seen 
the beginnings of a new system 
of industrial conciliation and 
arbitration Some trade union 
leaders are taking up positions 
as chairmen of the relevant 
organizations, an active par­

convinced that it should see 
international trade policy within 
the context of industrial policy. 


The most significant lack of 
achievement sc f ir has been on 
the unemployment front. The 
blame for this must mainly fall 
on the previous Conservative 
government 
whose 
policies 
naturally led to unemployment. 
The Labor Government 
has 
made steps at reducing the level 
-- which certainly would have 
continued to rise if the Tory 
policies were still being im­ 
plemented. 
The world recession has had a 
major impact on Great Britain 
as it has had on all industrialized 
countries. It now looks as though 
the situation is improving, but 
unemployment levels are still 
high 
in 
the industrialized 
countries and that is something 
which has to be dealt with on the 
international as well as national 
level. The world recession is 
beginning to get better, but 
improvements in the United 
States, Germany and the other 
industrialized 
countries 
are 
progressing very slowly. 
Unemployment 
in 
Great 
Britain is still not excessively 
high by the standards of some 
other industrialized countries 
and is certainly low in contrast 
to the less developed countries 
By the introduction of new 
policies we aim to reduce the 
level of unemployment by 1978 
to the 1973 level of 600,000, a 
reduction of over half a million 
from the present figure. 
The basis for those future 
policies lies with the present pay 
policy. 
This 
has 
been 
remarkably successful during 
the past year. And for those 
reasons the TUC has over­ 
whelmingly agreed to continue 
the social contract for yet 
another year. 
When the policy was first 
adopted last year, the annual 
rate of inflation was at a level 
which was not only intolerable 
for housewives and pensioners 
but which endangered jobs as 
well The annual rate of inflation 
was at a level of 30 per cent and 
rising Today it is under 19 per 
cent and falling 
The social contract - which is 
in part a voluntary way of 
regulating pay increases - has 
broken through the previous 
inflationary attitudes of people 
who demanded higher wages 
based on expectations of a 
higher and higher rate of in­ 
flation, and by doing so in fact 
generated the very condition 
they were trying to protect 
themselves from. 
No one is going to pretend we 
don’t still face a very serious 
situation, but now we know that 
we can achieve success. We are 
the only major industrialized 
country to halve our balance of 
payments and to 
raise our 
share of the world trade. We 
know there is a massive exports 
boom underway Within a short 
time Great Britain will be the 
only major industrial country to 
be self-sufficient in energy - 
coal, oil and gas. 
For the first time for many 
year this country will be able to 
bring all our resources of skill, 
experience,

and 
industrial cooperation into play.

close

and the government, which both
